An Act for the Union of Canada, Nova Scotia 
and New Brunswick, and the Govern- 
ment thereof,and tor purposesconnected 
therewith. 


[29th March, 1567. | 


\ J} WHEREAS the Provinces of Can- 

ada, Nova Scotia and New 
Brunswick have expressed their Desire 
to be federally united into One Do- 
minion under the Crown of the United 
Kingdom of Great Britain and Ire- 
land, with a Constitution similar in 
Principle to that of the United King- 
dom: 

And whereas such a Union would 
conduce to the Welfare of the Provinces 
and promote the Interests of the Bri- 
tish Empire: 

And whereas on the Establishment 
of the Union by Authority of Parha- 
ment it is expedient, not only that the 
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Constitution of the Legislative Author- 
ity in the Dominion be provided for, 
but also that the Nature of the Execu- 
tive Government therein be declared: 

And whereas it is expedient that 
Provision be made for the eventual 
Admission into the Union of other 
Parts of British North America: 

Be it therefore enacted and declared 
by the Queen’s Most Excellent Majesty, 
by and with the Advice and Consent 
of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, 
and Commons, in this present Parlia- 
ment assembled, and by the Authority 
of the same, as follows: 


Org EG VIC TING SSE 


1. This Act may be cited as the 
British North America Act, 1867. 


2. The Provisions of this Act refer- 
ring to Her Majesty the Queen extend 
also to the Heirs and Successors of Her 
Majesty, Kings and Queens of the 
United Kingdom of Great Britain and 
Treland. 


II.— UNION. 
3. It shall be lawful for the Queen, 


by and with the advice of Her Ma- 
jesty’s Most Honourable Privy Council, 
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to declare by Proclamation that, on and 
after a Day therein appointed, not 
being more than Six Months after the 
passing of this Act, the Provinces of 
Canada, Nova Scotia and New Bruns- 
wick shall form and be One Dominion 
under the name of Canada; and on and 
after that Day those Three Provinces 
shall form and be One Dominion under 
that Name accordingly. 


4, The subsequent Provisions of this 
Act shall, unless it is otherwise ex- 
pressed or implied, commence and have 
effect on and after the Union, that is 


to say, on and after the Day appointed 


for the Union taking effect in the 
Queen’s Proclamation; and in the same 
Provisions, unless it is otherwise ex- 
pressed or implied, the Name Canada 
shall be taken to mean Canada as con- 
stituted under this Act. 


5. Canada shall be divided into 
Four Provinces, named Ontario, Que- 
bec, Nova Scotia, and New Brunswick. 


6. The Parts of the Province of 
Canada (as it exists at the passing of 
this Act) which formerly constituted 
respectively the Provinces of Upper 
Canada and Lower Canada shall be 
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deemed to be severed, and shall form 
Two Separate Provinces. The Part 
which formerly constituted the Pro- 
vince of Upper Canada shall constitute 
the Province of Ontario; and the Part 
which formerly constituted the Pro- 
vince of Lower Canada shall constitute 
the Province of Quebec. 


%. The Provinces of Nova Scotia 
and New Brunswick shall have the 
same Limits as at the passing of this 


Act. 


8. In the general Census of the 
Population of Canada which is hereby 
required to be taken in the Year One 
thousand eight hundred and_ seventy- 
one, and in every Tenth Year there- 
after, the respective Populations of the 
Four Provinces shall be distinguished. 


IJI.—-EXECUTIVE POWER. 


9. The Executive Government and 
Authority of and over Canada is here- 
hy declared to continue and be vested 
in the Queen. 


10. The Provisions of this Act re- 
ferring to the Governor-General extend 
and apply to the Governor-General for 
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the ‘l'ime being of Canada, or other the 
Chief Executive Officer or Administra- 
tor for the Time being carrying on the 
Government of Canada on behalf and 
in the Name of the Queen, by whatever 
Title he is designated. 


11. There shall be a Council to aid 
and advise the Government of Canada, 
to be styled the Queen’s Privy Council 
for Canada; and the Persons who are 
to be Members of that Council shall be 
from Time to Time chosen and sum- 
moned by the Governoi General and 
sworn in as Privy Councillors, and 
Members thereof may be from Time to 
Time removed by the Governor-Gen- 
eral. 


12. All Powers, Authorities and 
Functions which under any Act of the 
Parliament of Great Britain, or of the 
Parhament of the United Kingdom of 
Great Britain and Ireland, or of the 
Legislature of Upper Canada, Lower 
Canada, Canada, Nova Scotia or New 
Brunswick, are at the Union vested in 
or exerciseable by the respective Gov- 
ernors or Lieutenant-Governors of those 
Provinces, with the Advice, or with the 
Advice and Consent, of the respective 
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Executive Councils thereof, or in con- 
junction with those Councils, or with 
any Number of Members thereof, or by 
those Governors or Lieutenant-Gover- 
nors indivdually, shall, as far as the 
same continue in existence and capable 
of being exercised after the Union in 
relation to the Government of Canada, 
be vested in and exerciseable by the 
Governor-General, with the Advice or 
with the Advice and Consent of or in 
conjunction with the Queen’s Privy 
Council for Canada, or any Members 
thereof, or by the Governor-General in- 
dividually, as the case requires, sub- 
ject nevertheless (except with respect 
to such as exist under Acts of the Par- 
hament of Great Britain or of the Par- 
liament of the United Kingdom of 
Great Britain and Ireland) to be abol- 


ished or altered by the Parliament of 


Canada. 


13. The Provisions of this Act re- 
ferring to the Governor-General in 
Council shall be construed as referring 
to the Governor-General acting by and 
with the Advice of the Queen’s Privy 
Council for Canada. 


14. It shall be lawful for the Queen, 
if Her Majesty thinks fit, to authorize 
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the Governor-General from Time to 
Time to appoint any Person or any Per- 
sons jointly or severally to be his De- 
puty or Deputies within any Part or 
Parts of Canada, and in that Capacity 
to exercise during the Pleasure of the 
Governor-General such of the Powers, 
Authorities and Functions of the Gover- 
nor-General as the ‘Governor-General 
deems it necessary or expedient to as- 
sign to him or them, subject to any 
Limitations or Directions expressed or 
given by the Queen; but the Appoint: 
ment of such a Deputy or Deputies 
shall not affect the exercise by the 
Governor-General himself of any 
Power, Authority or Function. 


15. The Command-in-Chief of the 
Land and Naval Militia, and, of all 
Naval and Military Forces, of and in 
Canada, is hereby declared to continue 
and be vested in the Queen. 


16. Until the Queen otherwise di- 
rects, the Seat of Government of Can- 
ada shall be Ottawa. 


IV.—LEGISLATIVE POWER. 


1%. There shall be One Parliament 
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an Upper House styled the Senate, and 
the House of Commons. 


18. The Privileges, [Immunities 
and Powers to be held, enjoyed and 
exercised by the Senate and by the 
House of Commons and by the Mem- 
bers thereof respectively, shall be such 
as are from Time to Time defined by 
Act of the Parliament of Canada, but 
so that the same shall never exceed 
those at the passing of this Act held, 
enjoyed, and exercised by the Com- 
mons House of Parliament of the 
United Kingdom of Great Britain and 
Ireland and by the Members thereof. 


19. The Parliament of Canada 
shall be called together not later than 
Six Months after the Union. 


20. There shall be a Session of the 
Parliament of Canada once at least in 
every Year, so that Twelve Months 
shall not intervene between the last 
sitting of the Parliament in one Ses- 
sion and its first Sitting in the next 
Session. 


The Senate. 


21. The Senate shall, subject to the 
Provisions of this Act, consist of 


tI 


Seventy-two Members, who shall be 
styled Senators. 


22. In relation to the Constitution 
of the Senate, Canada shall be deemed 
to consist of Three Divisions: 

1. Ontario; 

2. Quebec ; 

3. The Maritime Provinces, Nova 
Scotia and New Brunswick; which 
Three Divisions shall (subject to the 
Provisions of this Act) be equally re- 
presented in the Senate as follows: On- 
tario by Twenty-four Senators; (uebec 
by Twenty-four Senators ; and the Mar- 
itime Provinces by Twenty-four Sena- 
tors, Twelve thereof representing Nova 
Scotia, and Twelve thereof represent- 
ing New Brunswick. 

In the case of Quebec each of the 
Twenty-four Senators representing that 
Province shall be appointed for one of 
the Twenty-four Electoral Divisions of 
Lower Canada specified in Schedule A, 
to Chapter One of Consolidated Sta- 
tutes of Canada. 


23. The Qualifications of a Senator 
shall be as follows :— 


(1.) He shall be of the full Age of 
Uhintyeyears:

He shall be either a Natural- 
born Subject of the Queen, or 
a Subject of the Queen natur- 
alized by an Act of the Parlia- 
ment of Great Britain, or of 
the Parliament of the United 
Kingdom of Great Britain and 
Treland, or of the Legislature 
of One of the Provinces of 
Upper Canada, Lower Canada, 
Canada, Nova Scotia or New 
Brunswick before the Union, or 
of the Parliament of Canada 
after the Union: 


He shall be legally or equitably 
seized as of Freehold for his 
own Use and Benefit of Lands 
or T’enements held in Free and 
Common Socage, or seized or 
possessed for his own Use or 
Benefit of Lands or Tenements 
held in Franc-alleu or in Ro- 
ture, within the Province for 
which he is appointed, of the 
value of Four Thousand dol- 
lars, over and above all Rents, 
Dues, Debts, Charges, Mort- 
gages and Incumbrances due or 
payable out of, or charged on 
or affecting the same: 
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(4.) His Real and Personal Pro- 
perty shall be together worth 
Four Thousand Dollars over 
and above his Debts and Lia- 
bilities : 

(5.) He shall be resident in the Pro- 
vince for which he is appoint- 
ed: 

(6.) In the Case of Quebec, he shall 
have his Real Property Quali- 
fication in the Electoral Divi- 
sion for which he is appointed, 
or shall be resident in that Di- 
vision. 


24. The Governor-General _ shall 
from Time to Time, in the Queen’s 
name, by Instrument under the Great 
Seal of Canada, summon qualified per- 
sons to the Senate; and, subject to the 
Provisions of this Act, every person so 
summoned shall become and be a Mem- 
ber of the Senate and a Senator. 


25. Such persons shall be first sum- 
moned to the Senate as the Queen by 
Warrant under Her Majesty’s Royal 
Sign Manual thinks fit to approve, and 
their Names shall be inserted in the 
Queen’s Proclamation of Union. 
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26. If at any Time, on the Recom- 
mendation of the Governor-General, 
the Queen thinks fit to direct that 
Three or Six Members be added to the 
Senate, the Governor-General may, by 
Summons to Three or Six Qualified 
Persons (as the Case may be), repre- 
senting equally the Three Divisions of 
Canada, add to the Senate accordingly. 


2%. In case of such Addition being 
at any Time made, the Governor-Gen- 
eral shall not summon any Person to 
the Senate, except on a further like 
Direction by the Queen on the like Re- 
commendation, until each of the Three 
Divisions of Canada is represented by 
Twenty-four Senators and no more. 


28. The Number of Senators shall 
not at any Time exceed Seventy-Eight. 


29. A Senator shall, subject to the 
Provisions of this Act, hold his Place 
in the Senate for Life. 


30. A Senator may, by writing 
under his hand, addressed to the Goy- 
ernor-General, resign his place in the 
Senate, and thereupon the same shall 
be vacant. 
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31. The Place of a Senator shall be- Disqualifi-

come vacant in any of the following Mea pee 
cases :— 


(1.) If for Two Consecutive Ses- 
sions of the Parliament he fails 
to give his Attendance in the 
Senate: 


(2.) If he takes an Oath or makes 
a Declaration cr acknowledg- 
ment of Allegiance, Obedience 
or Adherence to a Foreign 
Power, or does an Act whereby 
he becomes a Subject or Citi- ~ 
zen, or entitled to the Rights 
or Privileges of a Subject or 
Citizen of a Foreign Power: 


(3.) If he is adjudged Bankrupt or 
. Insolvent, or apphes for the 
benefit of any Law relating to 
Insolvent debtors, or becomes a 
pubhe defaulter: 

(4.) If he is attainted of Treason, 
or convicted of Felony or of 
any infamous Crime: 

(5.) If he ceases to be qualified in 
respect of Property or of Resi- 
dence: provided that a Senator 
shall not be deemed to have 
ceased to be qualified in respect 
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of Residence by reason only of 
his residing at the Seat of the 
Government of Canada while 
holding an Office under that 
Government requiring his Pre- 
sence there. 


32. When a Vacancy happens in the 
Senate, by Resignation, Death or other- 
wise, the Governor-General shall, by 
Summons to a fit and qualified Person, 
fill the Vacancy. 


os. If any Question arises respect- 
ing the Qualification of a Senator or a 
Vacancy in the Senate, the same shall 
be heard and determined by the Sen- 
ate. 


34. The Governor-Geueral may from 
Time to Time, by Instrument under the 
Great Seal of Canada, appoint a Sena- 
tor to be Speaker of the Senate, and 
may remove him and appoint another 
in his Stead. 


39. Until the Parliament of Can- 
ada otherwise provides, the Presence of 
at least Fifteen Senators, including the 
Speaker, shall be necessary to constitute 


a Meeting of the Senate for the exer- 


cise of its Powers. 


De 


36. Questions arising in the Senate 
shall be decided by a majority of Voices, 
and the Speaker shall in all Cases have 
a Vote, and when the voices are equal 
the Decision shall be deemed to be in 
the Negative. 


The House of Commons. 


37%. The House of Commons shall, 
subject to the Provisions of this Act, 
consist of One hundred and eighty- 
one Members, of whom Eighty-two shall 
be elected for Ontario, Sixty-five for 
Quebec, Nineteen for Nova Scotia, 
and Fifteen for New Brunswick. 


38. The Governor-General shall from 
Time to Time, in the Queen’s Name, by 
Instrument under the Great Seal of 
Canada, summon and call together the 
House of Commons. 


39. A Senator shall not be capable 
of being elected or of sitting or voting 
as a Member of the House of Com- 
mons. 


LEGISLATIVE POWER. 


40. Until the Parliament of Can- 
ada otherwise provides, Ontario, Que- 


bec, Nova Scotia and New Brunswick 
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shall, for the Purposes of the Election 
of Members to serve in the House of 
Commons, be divided into Electoral 
Districts as follows :— 


1.—ONTARIO. 


Ontario shall be divided into the 
Counties, Ridings of Counties, Cities, 
Parts of Cities, and Towns enumerated 
in the First Schedule to this Act, each 
whereof shall be an Electoral District, 
each such District as numbered in that 
Schedule being entitled to return One 
Member. 


2.— QUEBEC. 


Quebec shall be divided into Sixty- 
five Electoral Districts, composed of 
the Sixty-five Electoral Divisions into 
which Lower Canada is at the passing 
of this Act divided under Chapter Two 
of the Consohdated Statutes of Canada, 
Chapter seventy-five of the Consoli- 
dated Statutes for Lower Canada, and 
the Act of the Province of Canada of 
the Twenty-third year of the Queen, 
Chapter one, or any other Act amend- 
ing the same in force at the Union, so 
that each such Electoral Division shall 
be for the Purposes of this Act an Elec- 
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toral District entitled to return One 


Member. 
3.—NOVA SCOTIA. 


Each of the Eighteen Counties of 
Nova Scotia shall be an Electoral Dis- 
trict. The County of Halifax shall be 
entitled to return Two Members, and 
each of the other Counties One Mem- 


ber. 
4.—NEW BRUNSWICK. 


Each of the Fourteen Counties into 
which New Brunswick is divided, in- 
cluding the City and County of St. 
John, shall be an Electoral District. 
The City of St. John shall also be a 
separate Electoral District. Each of 
those Fifteen Electoral Districts shall 
be entitled to return One Member. 


41. Until the Parliament of Can- 
ada otherwise provides, all Laws in 
force in the several Provinces at the 
Union relative to the following Matters 
or any of them, namely:—the Qualifi- 
eations and Disqualifications of Per- 
sons to be elected or to sit or vote as 
Members of the House of Assembily 
or Legislative Assembly in the several 


Provinces, the Voters at Elections of 
BS 
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such Members, the Oaths to be taken 
by Voters, the Returning Officers, their 
Powers and Duties, the Proceedings 
at Elections, the Periods during which 
Elections may be continued, the Trial 
of Controverted Elections, and Pro- 
ceedings incident thereto, the vacating 
of Seats of Members, and the Execu- 
tion of new Writs in case of Seats 
vacated otherwise than by Dissolution, 
—shall respectively apply to Elections 
of Members to serve in the House of 
Commons for the same several Pro- 
vinces. 

Provided that, until the Parhament 
of Canada otherwise provides, at any 
Election for a Member of the House of 
Commons for the District of Algoma, 
in addition to Persons qualified by the 
Law of the Province of Canada to vote, 
every male British Subject, aged 
Twenty-one Years or upwards, being a 
Householder, shall have a Vote. 


42. For the First Election of Mem- 
bers to serve in the House of Commons 
the Governor-General shall cause Writs 
to be issued by such Person, in such 
Form and addressed to such Returning 
Officers as he think fit. 


The Person issuing Writs under this 
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Section shall have the like Powers as 
are possessed at the Union by the 
Officers charged with the issuing of 
Writs for the Election of Members to 
serve in the respective House of As- 
sembly or Legislative Assembly of the 
Province of Canada, Nova Scotia or 
New Brunswick; and the Returning 
Officers to whom Writs are directed un- 
der this Section shall have the lke 
Powers as are possessed at the Union 
by the Officers charged with the re- 
turning of Writs for the Election of 
Members to serve in the same respective 
House of Assembly or Legislative As- 
sembly. 


43. In case a Vacancy in the Re 
presentation in the House of Commons 
of any Electoral District happens be- 
fore the Meeting of the Parliament, or 
after the Meeting of the Parliament 
before Provision is made by the Par- 
lament in this Behalf, the Provisions 
of the last foregoing Section of this 
Act shall extend and apply to the is- 
suing and returning of a Writ in re- 
spect of such vacant District. 


44, The House of Commons, on its 
first assembling after a general Elec- 
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tion, shall proceed with all practicable 
Speed to elect One of its Members to 
be Speaker. 


45. In case of a Vacancy happening 
in the Office of Speaker, by Death, Re- 
signation or otherwise, the House of 
Commons shall, with all practicable 
Speed, proceed to elect another of its 
Members to be Speaker. 


46. The Speaker shall preside at all 
Meetings of the House of Commons. 


4%. Until the Parliament of Can- 
ada otherwise provides, in case of the 
Absence, for any Reason, of the Speaker 
from the Chair of the House of Com- 
mons for a period of Forty-Eight Con- 
secutive Hours, the House may elect 
another of its Members to act as 
Speaker, and the Member so elected 
shall, during the Continuance of such 
Absence of the Speaker, have and exe- 
cute all the Powers, Privileges and 
Duties of Speaker. 


48. The Presence of at least Twenty 
Members of the House of Commons 
shall be necessary to constitute a Meet- 
ing of the House for the Exercise of 
its Powers; and for that Purpose the 
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Speaker shall be reckoned as a Mem- 


ber. 


49. Questions arising in the House 
of Commons shall be decided by a 
Majority of Voices other than that of 
the Speaker, and when the Voices are 
equal, but not otherwise, the Speaker 
shall have a Vote. 


50. Every House of Commons shall 
continue for Five Years from the day 
of the Return of the Writs for choosing 
the House (subject to be sooner dis- 
solved by the Governor-General), and 
no longer. 


51. On the completion of the Cen- 
sus in the Year one thousand eight 
hundred and seventy-one, and or each 
subsequent decennial Census, the Re- 
presentation of the Four Provinces 
shall be readjusted by such Authority, 
in such a manner, and from such Time 
as the Parliament of Canada from Time 
to Time provides, subject and accord- 
ing to the following Rules :— 

(1.) Quebee shall have the fixed 
Number of Sixty-five Mem- 
bers: 

There shall be assigned to each 
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of the other Provinces such a 
number of Members as_ will 
bear the same Proportion to the 
Number of its Population (as- 
certained at such Census) as 
the Number Sixty-five bears to 
the Number of the Population 
of Quebec (so ascertained) : 


In the Computation of the 
Number of Members for a Pro- 
vince a fractional Part not ex- 
ceeding One half of the whole 
number requisite for entitling 
the Province to a Member shall 
be disregarded; but a fractional 
Part exceeding One half of that 
number shall be equivalent to 
the whole number: 


On any such Readjustment the 
Number of Members for a Pro- 
vince shall not be reduced un- 
less the Proportion which the 
number of the Population of 
the Province bore to the Num- 
ber of the aggregate population 
of Canada at the then last pre- 
ceding Readjustment of the 
Number of Members for the 
Province is ascertained at the 
then latest Census to be dimin- 
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ished by One Twentieth Part 
or upwards: 
(5.) Such readjustment shall not 
take effect until the Termina- 
tion of the then existing Par- 
liament. 


52. The Number of Members of the 
House of Commons may be from Time 
to Time increased by the Parliament of 
Canada, provided the proportionate Re- 
presentation of the Provinces pre- 
scribed by this Act is not thereby dis- 
turbed. 


Money Votes; Royal Assent. 


53. Bills for appropriating any part 
of the Public Revenue, or for imposing 
any Tax or Impost, shall originate in 
the House of Commons. 


54. It shall not be lawful for the 
House of Commons to adopt or pass 
any Vote, Resolution, Address, or Bill 
for the Appropriation of any Part of 
the Public Revenue, or of any Tax or 
Impost, to any Purpose that has not 
been first recommended to that House 
by Message of the Governor-General in 
the Session in which such Vote, Reso- 
lution, Address, or Bill is proposed. 
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95. Where a Bill passed by the 
Houses of the Parliament is presented 
to the Governor-General for the Queen’s 
Assent, he shall declare, according to 
his discretion, but subject to the Pro- 
visions of this Act and to Her Majesty’s 
Instructions, either that he assents 
thereto in the Queen’s Name, or that 
he withholds the Queen’s Assent,, or 
that he reserves the Bill for the Sig- 
nification of the Queen’s Pleasure. 


56. Where the Governor-General as- 
sents to a Bill in the Queen’s Name, he 
shall by the first convenient Opportun- 
ity send an aythentic Copy of the Act 
to one of fer Majesty’s Principal 
Secretaries of State, and if the Queen 
in Council within Two Years after re- 
ceipt thereof by the Secretary of State 
thinks fit to disallow the Act, such Dis- 
allowance (with a certificate of the 
Secretary of State of the Day on which 
the Act was received by him) being 
signified by the Governor-General, by 
Speech or Message to each of the 
Houses of the Parliament or by Pro- 
clamation, shall annul the Act from 
and after the Day of such Significa- 
tion. 
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5%. A Bill reserved for the Signifi- 


cation of the Queen’s Pleasure shall not 
have any Force unless and until within 
Two Years from the day on which it 
was presented to the Governor-General 
for the Queen’s Assent, the Governor- 
General signifies, by Speech or Mess- 
age to each of the Houses of the Parlia- 
ment or by Proclamation, that it has 
General in Council by Instrument wn- 
Council. 

An Entry of ‘every such Speech, 
Message, or Proclamation shall be made 
in the Journal. of each House, and a 
Duplicate thereof duly attested shall 
be delivered to the proper officer to be 
kept among the Records of Canada. 


V.—PROVINCIAL CONSTITUTIONS. 


Executive Power. 


58. For each Province there shall 
be an Officer, styled the Lieutenant- 
Governor, appointed by the Governor- 
General in Council by Instrument un- 
der the Great Seal of Canada. 


59. A  Lieutenant-Governor — shall 
hold Office during the Pleasure of the 
Governor-General; but any Lieutenant- 
Governor appointed after the Com- 
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mencement of the First Session of the 
Parliament of Canada shall not be re- 
movable within Five Years, from his 
appointment, except for cause assigned 
which shall be communicated to him 
in Writing within One Month after the 
Order for his Removal is made, and 
shall be communicated by Message to 
the Senate and to the House of Com- 
mons within One Week thereafter if 
the Parliament is then sitting, and if 
not then within One Week after the 
Commencement of the next Session of 
the Parliament. 


60. The Salaries of the Lieutenant- 
Governors shall be fixed and provided 
hy the Parliament of Canada. 


61. Every  Lieutenant-Governor 
shall, before assuming the Duties of his 
Office, make and subscribe before the 
Governor-General or some Person au- 
thorized by him, Oaths of Allegiance 
and Office similar to those taken by the 
Governor-General. 


62. The Provisions of this Act re- 
ferring to the Lieutenant-Governor ex- 
tend and apply to the Lieutenant-Gover- 
nor for the Time being of each Province 
or other the Chief Executive Officer or 
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Administrator for the Time being 
carrying on the Government of the Pro- 
vince, by whatever Title he is desig- 
nated.

64. The Constitution of the Execu- 
tive Authority in each of the Provinces 
of Nova Scotia and New Brunswick 
shall, subject to the Provisions of this 
Act, continue as it exists at the Union 
until altered under the Authority of this 
Act. 


65. All Powers, Authorities, and 
Functions which under any Act of the 
Parliament of Great Britain, or of the 
Parliament of the United Kingdom 
of Great Britain and Ireland, or of the 
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Legislature of Upper Canada, Lower 
Canada, or Canada, were or are before 
or at the Union vested in or exercise- 
able by the respective Governors or 
Lieutenant-Governors of those Pro- 
vinces, with the Advice, or with the 
Advice and Consent, of the respective 
Executive Councils thereof, or in con- 
junction with those Councils or with 
any Number of Members thereof, or 
by those Governors or Lieutenant- 
Governors individually shall, as far as 
the same are capable of being exercised 
after the Union in relation to the Gov- 
ernment of Ontario and Quebec respec- 
tively, be vested in and shall or may be 
exercised by the Lieutenant-Governor of 
Ontario and Quebec respectively with 
the Advice or with the Advice and Con- 
sent of or in conjunction with the re- 
spective Executive Councils or any 
Members thereof, or by the Lieutenant- 
Governor individually, as the Case re- 
quires, subject nevertheless (except with 
respect to such as exist under Acts of 
the Parhament of Great Britain or of 
the Parliament of the United Kingdom 
of Great Britain and Ireland), to be 
abolished or altered by the respective 
Legislatures of Ontario and Quebec.

66. The Provisions of this Act re- 
ferring to the Lieutenant-Governor in 
Council shall be construed as referring 
to the Lieutenant-Governor of the Pro- 
vince acting by and with the Advice 
of the Executive Council thereof. 


67. The Governor-General in Coun- 
cil may from Time to lime appoint an 
Administrator to execute the Office and 
Functions of Lieutenant-Governor dur- 
ing his Absence, Illness, or other In- 
ability. 


68. Unless and until the Executive 
Governor of any Province otherwise 
directs with respect to that Province, 
the Seats of Government of the Pro- 
vinees shall be as follows, namely :—of 
Ontario, the City of Toronto; of Que 
bee, the City of Quebec; of Nova Scotia 
the City of Halifax; and of New 
Brunswick, the City of Fredericton. 


Legislatiwe Powers. 


1.—ONTARIO. 


69. There shall be a Legislature for 
Ontario, consisting of the Lieutenant- 
Governor and of One House, styled the 
Legislative Assembly of Ontario. 
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70. The Legislative Assembly of 
Ontario shall be composed of Eighty- 
two Members, to be elected to represent 
the Eighty-two Electoral Districts set 
forth in the First Schedule to this Act. 


2.—QUEBEC.

%2. The Legislative Council of Que- 
bec shall be composed of Twenty-tour 
Members, to be appointed by the Lieu- 
tenant-Governor in the Queen’s Name 
by Instrument under the Great Seal of 
Quebec, one being appointed to repre- 
sent each of the Twenty-four Electoral 
Divisions of Lower Canada in this Act 
referred to, and each holding Office for 
the Term of his Life, unless the Legis- 
lature of Quebec otherwise provides un- 
der the Provisions of this Act. 


73. The Qualifications of the Legis- 
lative Councillors of Quebee shall be the 
same as those of the Senators for Que- 
bee.

Councillor of Quebec shall become 
vacant in the Cases, mutatis mutandis, 
in which the Place of Senator becomes 
vacant, 


When a vacancy happens in the 
Legislative Council of Quebec by Re- 
signation, Death, or otherwise, the 
Lieutenant-Governor, in the Queen’s 
Name, by Instrument under the Great 
Seal of Quebec, shall appoint a fit and 
qualified Person to fill the Vacancy. 


76. If any Question arises respect- 
ing the Qualifications of a Legislative 
Councillor of Quebec, or a vacancy in 
the Legislative Council of Quebec, the 
same shall be heard and determined by 
the Legislative Council. 


@%@. The Lieutenant-Governor may, 
from Time to Time, by Instrument un- 
der the Great Seal of Quebec, appoint 
a Member of the Legislative Council of 
Quebec to be Speaker thereof, and may 
remove him and appoint another in his 
- stead. 


78. Until the Legislature of Quebec 
otherwise provides, the Presence of at

Council, including the Speaker, shall 
be necessary to constitute a Meeting for 
the Exercise of its Powers. 


79. Questions arising in the Legis- 
lative Council of Quebec shall be de- 
cided by a Majority of Voices, and the 
Speaker shall in all cases have a Vote, 
and when the Voices are equal the De- 
cision shall be deemed to be in the 
negative. 


80. The Legislative Assembly of 
Quebec shall be composed of Sixty-five 
Members, to be elected to represent the 
Sixty-five Electoral Divisions or Dis- 
tricts of Lower Canada in this Act re- 
ferred to, subject to Alteration thereof 
by the Legislature of Quebec: Provided 
that it shall not be lawful to present to 
the Lieutenant-Governor of Quebec for 
Assent any Bill for altering the Limits 
of any of the Electoral Divisions or 
Districts mentioned in the Second 
Schedule to this Act, unless the Second 
and Third Readings of such Bill have 
been passed in the Legislative Assembly 
with the Concurrence of the Majority 
of the Meaters. representing all those 
Electoral Divisions or Districts, and the 
Assent shall not be given to such Bill 
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imless an Address has been presented 
by the Legislative Assembly to the 
Lieutenant-Governor stating that it has 
been so passed. 


3.—ONTARIO AND QUEBEC. 


81. The Legislatures of Ontario and 
Quebec respectively shall be called to- 
gether not later than Six Months after 
the Union. 


82. The Lieutenant-Governor of 
Ontario and of Quebec shall, from time 
to time, in the Queens Name, by In- 
strument under the Great Seal of the 
Province, summon and call together the 
Legislative Assembly of the Province. 


83. Until the Legislature of Ontario 
or of Quebec otherwise provides, a Per- 
son accepting or holding in Ontario or 
in Quebec, any Office, Commission or 
Employment, permanent or temporary, 
at the nomination of the Lieutenant- 
Governor, to which an annual Salary, 
or any Fee, Allowance, Emolument or 
profit of any kind or Amount whatever 
from the Province is attached, shall not 
be eligible as a Member of the Legisla- 
tive Assembly of the respective Pro- 


vince, nor shall he sit or vote as such; 
Cz 
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but nothing in this Section shall make 
ineligible any Person being a Member 
of the Executive Council of the respec- 
tive Province, or holding any of the 
following offices, that is to say: The 
offices of Attorney-General, Secretary 
and Registrar of the Province, Trea- 
surer of the Province, Commissioner of 
Crown Lands, and Commissioner of 
Agriculture and Public Works, and in 
Quebec Solicitor-General, or shall dis- 
qualify him to sit or vote in the House 
for which he is elected, provided he is 
elected while holding such office. 


84. Until the Legislatures of On- 
tario and Quebec respectively otherwise 
provide, all Laws which at the Union 
are in force in those Provinces respec- 
tively, relative to the following matters 
or any of them, namely :—the Qualifica- 
tions and Disqualifications of Persons 
to be elected to sit or vote as Members 
of the Assembly of Canada, the Qualli- 
fications or Disqualifications of Voters, 
the Oaths to be taken by Voters, the 
Returning Officers, their Powers and 
Duties, the Proceedings at Elections, 
the Periods during which such Elec- 
tions may be continued, and the Trial 
of Controverted Elections and the Pro-

ceedings incident thereto, the vacating 
of the Seats of Members, and the is- 
suing and execution of new Writs in 
case of Seats vacated otherwise than by 
Dissolution, shall respectively apply to 
Elections of Members to serve in the’ 
respective Legislative Assemblies of 
Ontario and Quebec. 

Provided that until the Legislature 
of Ontario otherwise provides, at any 
Election for a Member of the Legisla- 
tive Assembly of Ontario for the Dis- 
trict of Algoma, in addition to persons 
qualified by the Law of the Province of 
Canada to vote, every male British Sub- 
ject aged twenty-one Years or upwards, 
being a Householder, shall have a Vote. 


85. Every Legislative Assembly of 
Ontario and every Legislative Assembly 
of Quebec shall continue for Four Years 
from the Day of the Return of the 
Writs for choosing the same (subject, 
nevertheless, to either the Legislative 
Assembly of Ontario or the Legislative 
Assembly of Quebee being sooner dis- 
solved by the Lieutenant-Governor of 
the Province), and no longer. 


86. There shall be a Session of the 
Legislature of Ontario and of that of 
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Quebec once at least in every Year, so 
that Twelve Months shall not intervene 
between the last Sitting of the Legisla- 
ture in each Province in one Session 
and its first sitting in the next Session. 


8%. The following Provisions of this 
Act respecting the House of Commons 
of Canada, shall extend and apply to 
the Legislative Assemblies of Ontario 
and Quebec, that is tu say, the Pro- 
visions relating to the Election of a 
Speaker originally and on Vacancies, 
the Duties of the Speaker, the Absence 
of the Speaker, the Quorum, and the 
Mode of Voting, as if those Provisions 
were here re-enacted and made applh-

Assembly. 


4,.—NOVA SCOTIA AND NEW BRUNSWICK. 


88. The Constitution of the Legis- 
lature of each of the Provinces of Nova 
Seotia and New Brunswick shall, sub- 
ject to the Provisions of this Act, con- 
tinue as it exists at the Union until 
altered under the Authority of this Act; 
and the House of Assembly of New 
Brunswick existing at the passing of 
this Act shall, unless sooner dissolved, 
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continue for the Period for which it 
was elected. 


5.—ONTARIO, QUEBEC AND NOVA SCOTIA. 


89. Each of the Lieutenant-Gover- 
nors of Ontario, Quebec, and Nova 
Scotia, shal cause Writs to be issued for 
the first Election of Members of the 
Legislative Assembly thereof in such 
Form and by such Person as he thinks 
fit, and at such Time and addressed to 
such Returning Officer as the Governor- 
General directs, and so that the first 
Election of Member of Assembly for 
any Electoral District or any Subdivi- 
sion thereof shall be held at the same 
Time and at the same Places as the 
Election for a Member to serve in the 
House of Commons of Canada for that 
Electoral District. 


6.—THE FOUR PROVINCES. 


90. The following Provisions of this 
Act respecting the Parhament of Can- 
ada, namely :—The Provisions relating 
to Appropriation and Tax Bills, the 
Recommendation of Money Votes, the 
Assent to Bills, the Disallowance of 
Acts and the Signification of Pleasure 
on Bills reserved,—shall extend and ap- 
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ply to the Legislatures of the several 
Provinces as if those Provisions were 
here re-enacted and made applicable 
in Terms to the respective Provinces 
and the Legislatures thereof, with the 
Substitution of the Lieutenant-Gover- 
nor of the Province for the Governor- 
General, of the Governor-General for 
the Queen, and for a Secretary of State, 
of One Year for Two Years, and of the 
Province for Canada. 


VI.—-DISTRIBUTION OF LEGISLATIVE 
POWERS. 


Powers of the Parliament. 


91. It shall be lawful for the Queen, 
by and with the Advice and Consent of 
the Senate and House of Commons, to

102. All Duties and Revenues over 
which the respective Legislatures of 
Canada, Nova Scotia and New Bruns- 
wick before and at the Union had and 
have power of Appropriation, except 
such Portions thereof as are by this Act 
reserved to the respective Legislatures 
of the Provinces, or are raised by them 
in accordance with the special Powers 
conferred on them by this Act, shall 
form One Consolidated Revenue Fund, 
to be appropriated for the Public Ser- 
vice of Canada in the Manner and sub- 
ject to the charges in this Act provided. 


103. The Consolidated Revenue 
Fund of Canada shall be permanently 
charged with the Costs, Charges and 
Expenses incident to the Collection, 
Management, and Receipt thereof, and 
the same shall form the First Charge 
thereon, subject to be reviewed and au- 
dited in such Manmer as shall be or- 
dered by the Governor-General in Coun- 
cil until the Parliament otherwise pro- 


vides. 
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104. The annual Interest of the 
Public Debts of the several Provinces 
of Canada, Nova Scotia and New 
Brunswick at the Union shall form the 
Second Charge on the Consolidated Re- 
venue Fund of Canada. 


105. Unless altered by the Parlia- 
ment of Canada, the Salary of the Goy- 
ernor-General shall be Ten Thousand 
Pounds Sterling Money of the United! 
Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland, 
payable out of the Consolidated Re- 
venue Fund of Canada, and the same 
shall form the Third Charge thereon. — 


106. Subject to the several Pay- 
ments by this Act charged on the Con- 
solidated Revenue Fund of Canada, the 
same shall be appropriated by the Par- 
liament of Canada for the Public Ser- 
vice. 


107. All Stocks, Cash, Pankers’ 
Balances and Securities for Money be- 
longing to each Province at the Time 
of the Union, except as in this Act 
mentioned, shall be the Property of 
Canada, and shall be taken in Recuc- 
tion of the amount of the respective 
Debts of the Provinces at the Unicn. 
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108. The Public Works and Pro- 


perty of each Province enumerated in 
the Third Schedule to this Act shall be 
the Property of Canada. 


109. All Lands, Mines, Minerals, 
and Royalties belonging to the several 
Provinces of Canada, Nova Scotia and 
New Brunswick at the Union, and all 
sums then due or payable for such 
Lands, Mines, Minerals, or Royalties, 
shall belong to the several Provinces 
of Ontario, Quebec, Nova Scotia and 
New Brunswick in which the same are 
situate or arise, subject to any Trusts 
existing in respect thereof, and to any 
Interest other than that of the Province 
in the same. 


110. All Assets connected with such 
Portions of the Public Debt of each 
Province as are assumed by that Pro- 
vince shall belong to that Province. 


111. Canada shall be lable for the 
Debts and Liabilities of each Province 
existing at the Union. 


112. Ontario and Quebec conjoint- 
ly shall be liable to Canada for the 
amount (if any) by which the Debt of 
the Province of Canada exceeds at the 


Transfer 
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Union Sixty-two million five hundred 
thousand Dollars, and shall be charged 
with Interest at the Rate of Five per 
Centum per Annum thereon. 


113. The Assets enumerated in the 


~ Fourth Schedule to this Act, belonging 


at the Union to the Province of Can- 
ada, shall be the Property of Ontario 
and Quebee conjointly. 


114. Nova Scotia shall be liable to 
Canada for the Amount (if any) by 
which its Public Debt exceeds at the 
Union Eight million Dollars, and shall 
be charged with Interest at the rate 
of Five per Centum per Annum there- 
on. 


115. New Brunswick shall be lia- 
ble to Canada for the Amount (if any) 
by which its Pubhe Debt exceeds at the 
Union Seven million Dollars, and shall 
be charged with Interest at the rate of 
Five per Centum per Annum thereon. 


116. In case the Public Debts of 
Nova Scotia and New Brunswick do 
not at the Union Amount to Eight mil- 
lion and Seven million Dollars respec- 
tively, they shall respectively receive, 
by half-yearly Payments in advance 
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from the Government of Canada, In- 
terest at Five per Centum per Annum 
on the Difference between the actual 
Amounts of their respective Debts and 
such stipulated Amounts. 


11%. The several Provinces shall re- 
tain all their respective Public Pro- 
perty not otherwise disposed of in this 
Act, subject to the Right of Canada to 
assume any Lands or Public Property 
required for Fortifications or for the 
Defence of the Country. 


118. The following sums shall be 
paid yearly by Canada to the several 
Provinces for the support of their Gov- 
ernments and Legislatures:

Quebec.. .. .. .. Seventy thousand. 
Nova Scotia.. .. .. Sixty thousand. 
New Brunswick... .. Fifty thousand. 


Two hundred and sixty thousand ; 


and an annual Grant in aid of each 
Province shall be made, equal to 
Eighty Cents per Head of the Popula- 
tion, as ascertained by the Census of 
One Thousand eight hundred and 
Sixty-one, and in the case of Nova Sco- 
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tia and New Brunswick, by each subse- 
quent Decennial Census until the Po- 
pulation of each of those two Provinces 
amounts to Four hundred thousand 
Souls, at which Rate such Grant shall 
thereafter remain. Such Grants shall 
be in full Settlement of all future De- 
mands on Canada, and shall be paid 
half-yearly in advance to each Pro- 
vince; but the Government of Canada 
shall deduct from such Grants, as 
against any Province, all Sums charge- 
able as Interest on the Public Debt of 
that Province in excess of the several 
amounts stipulated in this Act. 


119. New Brunswick shall receive 
by half-yearly Payments in advance 
from Canada, for a Period of Ten 
Years from the Union, an additional 
Allowance of Sixty three thousand Dol- 
lars per Annum; but as long as the 
Pubhe Debt of that Province remains 
under Seven million dollars, a deduc- 
tion equal to the Interest at Five per 
Centum per Annum on such Deficiency 
shall be made from that Allowance of 
Sixty-three thousand Dollars. 


120. All Payments to be made 


under this Act, or in discharge of Lia- 
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bilities created under any Act of the 
Provinces of Canada, Nova Scotia and 
New Brunswick, respectively, and as- 
sumed by Canada shall, until the Par- 
liament of Canada otherwise directs, 
be made in such Form and Manner as 
may from Time to Time be ordered by 
the Governor-General in Council. 


121. All Articles of the Grcwth, 
Produce or Manufacture of any one of 
the Provinces shall, from and after the 
Union, be admitted free into each of 
the other Provinces. 


122. The Customs and Excise 
Laws of each Province shall, subjcct to 
the Provisions of this Act, continve in 
force until altered by the Parliament 
of Canada. 


123. Where Customs Duties are at 
the Union leviable on any Goods, 
Wares or Merchandises in any Two 
Provinces, those Goods, Wares and 
Merchandises may, from and after the 
Union, be imported from one of those 
Provinces into the other of them on 
Proof of Payment of the Customs 
Duty leviable thereon in the Province 
of Exportation, and on payment of 
such further amount (if any) of Cus- 
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toms Duty as is ‘leviable thereon in the 
Province of Importation. 


124. Nothing in this Act shall af- 
fect the Right of New Brunswick to 
levy the eee Dues provided in 
Chapter Fifteen of Title Three of the 
Revised Statutes of New Brunswick, 
OF Wingsany  2Act amending that Act 
before or after the Union, in not in- 
creasing the Amount of ith Dues; but 
the iinnaion of any of the Provinces 
other than New Brunswick shall not be 
subject to such Dues. 


125. No Lands or Property belong- 
ing to Canada or any Province shall ie 
Rate to Taxation. 


126. Such Portions of the Duties 
and Revenues over which the respec- 
tive Legislatures of Canada, Nova Sco- 
tia cont: New Brunswick had before the 
Union Power of Appropriation as are 
by this Act reserved to the respective 
Governments or Legislatures of the 
Provinees; and all Duties and Reve- 
nues raised by them in accordance with 
the Special Powers conferred upon 
them by this Act, shall in each Pro- 
vince form One Consolidated Revenue 
Fund to be appropriated for the Pub- 
he Service of the Province. 
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IX.—MISCELLANEOUS PROVISIONS. 
General. 


12%. If any Person, being at the As to Leg- 
passing of this Act, a Member of the Buetelaes 
Legislative Council of Canada, Nova lors of 
Scotia or New Brunswick, to whom a jecoming 
Place in the Senate is offered, does not Senators. 
within Thirty Days thereafter, by 
Writing under his Hand, addressed to 
the Governor-General of the Province 
of Canada or to the Lieutenant-Gover- 
nor of Nova Scotia or New Brunswick 
(as the case may be), accept the same, 
he shall be deemed to have declined the 
same; and any Person who, being at 
the passing of this Act a Member of 
the Legislative Council of Nova Scotia 
or New Brunswick, accepts a Place in 
the Senate, shall thereby vacate his seat 
in such Legislative Council. 

128. Every Member of the Senate Sead 
or House of Commons of Canada shall, ce, &e. 
before taking his Seat therein, take al 
subscribe before the OR nani General 
or some Person authorized by him, and 
every Member of a Legislative Council 
or Legislative Assembly of any Pro- 
vince Bebrall; before taking his Seat 
therein, take and subscribe before the 
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Lieutenant-Governor of the Province, 
or some Person authorized by him, the 
Oath of Allegiance contained in the 
Fifth shine ihile to this Act; and every 
Member of the Senate of Soar and 
every Member of the Legislative Coun- 
cil of Quebec shall also, before taking 
his Seat therein, take and eubseribe 
before the Governor-General, or some 
Person authorized by him, the Declara- 
tion of Qualification contained in the 
same Schedule. 


129. Except as otherwise provided 
by this Act, all Laws in force in Can- 
ada, Nova Scotia, or New Brunswick 
at the Union, and all Courts of Civil 
and Criminal Jurisdiction, and all 
Legal Commissions, Powers and At- 
thorities, and all Officers, Judicial, Ad- 
ministrative and Ministerial, existing 
theren at the Union, shall continue, in 
Ontario, Quebec, Nova Scotia and New 
Brunswick, respectively, as if the 
Union had not been made; subject 
nevertheless (except with respect to 
such as are enacted by or exist under 
Acts of the Parliament of Great Bri- 
tain or of the Parliament of the United 
Kingdom of Great Britain and Ire- 
land), to be repealed, abolished or al- 
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tered by the Parhament of Canada or 
by the Legislature of the respective 
Province, according to the Authority of 
the Parhament or of that Legislature 
under this Act. 


130. Until the Parliament of Can- 
ada otherwise provides, all Officers of 
the several Provinces having Duties to 
discharge in relation to Matters other 
than those coming within the Classes 
of Subjects by this Act assigned exclu- 
sively to the Legislatures of the Pro- 
vinees, shall be Officers of Canada, and 
shall continue to discharge the Duties 
of their respective Offices under the 
same Liabilities, Responsibilities and 
Penalties, as if the Union had not been 
made. 


131. Until the Parliament of Can- 
ada otherwise provides, the Governor- 
General in Council may from Time to 
Time appoint such Officers as the Gov- 
ernor-General in Council deems neces- 
sary or proper for the effectual Execu- 
tion of this Act. 


132. The Parliament and Govern- 
ment of Canada shall have all Powers 
necessary or proper for performing the 
Obligations of Canada or of any Pro- 
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vinee thereof, as Part of the British 
iimpire, towards Foreign Countries, 
arising under Treaties between the Em- 
pire and such Foreign Countries. 


133. Either the English or the 
French Language may. be used by any 
Person in the Debates of the Houses of 
he Parliament of Canada and of the 
Elouses of the Legislature of Quebec; 
and both those languages shall be used 
in the respective Records and Journals 
of those Houses; and either of those 
Languages may be used by any Person 
or in any Pleading or Process in or is- 
suing from any Court of Canada estab- 
hshed under this Act, and in or from 
all or any of the Courts of Quebec. 

The Acts of the Parliament of Can- 
ada and of the Legislature of Quebec 
shall be printed and published in both 
those Languages. 


Ontario and Quebec. 
134. Until the Legislature of On- 


tario or of Quebec otherwise provides, 
the Lieutenant-Governors of Ontario 
and Quebee may each appoint under 
the Great Seal of the Province, the fol- 
lowing officers, to hold office during 
Pleasure, that is to say,—the Attorney- 
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General, the Secretary and Registrar 
of the Province, the Treasurer of the 
Province, the Commissioner of Crown 
Lands and the Commissioner of Agri- 
culture and Public Works, and, in the 
case of Quebec, the Solicitor-General, 
and may, by Order of the Lieutenant- 
Governor in Council from Time toe 
Time prescribe the Duties of those Offi- 
cers and of the several Departments 
over which they shall preside or to 
which they shall belong, and of the Offi- 
cers and Clerks thereof, and may also 
appoint other and additional Officers to 
hold Office during Pleasure, and may 
from Time to Time prescribe the Duties 
of those Officers, and of the several De- 
partments over which they shall pre- 
side or to which they shall belong, and 
of the Officers and Clerks thereof. 


135. Until the Legislature of On- 
tario or Quebec otherwise provides, all 
Rights, Powers, Duties, Functions, 
Responsibilities or Authorities at the 
passing of this Act vested in or imposed 
on the Attorney-General, Solicitor- 
General, Secretary and Registrar of 
the Province of Canada, Minister of 
Finance, Commissioner of Crown 
Lands, Commissioner of Public Works 
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and Minister of Agriculture and Re- 
ceiver General, by any Law, Statute 
or Ordinance of Upper Canada, Lower 
Canada or Canada, and not repugnant 
to this Act, shall be vested in or im- 
posed on any officer to be appointed by 
the Lieutenant-Governor for the Dis- 
charge of the same or any of them; and 
the Commissioner of Agriculture and 
Pubhe Works shall perform the Duties 
and Functions of the Office of Minister 
of Agriculture at the passing of this 
Act imposed by the Law of the Pro- 
vince of Canada as well as those of the 
Commissioner of Public Works. 


136. Until altered by the Lieu- 
tenant-Governor in Council, the Great 
Seals of Ontario and Quebec respec- 
tively shall be the same, ur or tne same 
Design, as those used in the Provinces 
of Upper Canada and Lower Canada 
respectively before their Union as the 
Province of Canada. 


13%. The words ‘‘ and from thence 
“to the End of the then next ensuing 
‘“ Session of the Legislature,” or words 
to the same effect used in any tempor- 
ary Act of the Province of Canada not 
expired before the Union, shall be con- 
strued to extend and apply to the next 
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' Session of the Parliament of Canada, 
if the subject matter of the Act is with- 
in the powers of the same as defined by 
this Act, or to the next Sessions of the 
Legislatures of Ontario and Quebec, 
respectively, if the subject matter of the 
Act is within the powers of the same as 


defined by this Act. 


138. Irom and after the Union, the 
use of the words ‘ Upper Canada ”’ in- 
stead of ‘“ Ontario” or “ Lower Can- 
ada” instead of “ Quebec,” in any 
Deed, Writ, Process, Pleading, Docu- 
ment Matter or Thing, shall not in- 
validate the same. 


139. Any Proclamation under the 
Great Seal of the Province of Canada, 
issued before the Union, to take Bile 
at a time which is subsequent to the 
Union, whether relating to that Pro- 
vince or to Upper Canada, or to Lower 
Canada, and the several matters and 
things therein proclaimed, shall be and 
continue of like force and effect as if 
the Union had not been made. 


140. Any Proclamation which is 
authorized by any Act of the Legisla- 
ture of the Province of Canada to beri is- 
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sued under the Great Seal of the Pro- 
vince of Canada, whether relating to 
that Province or to Upper Canada or 
to Lower Canada, and which is not is- 
sued before the Union, may be issued 
by the Lieutenant-Governor of Ontario 
or of Quebec, as its subject matter re- 
quires, under the Great Seal thereof; 
and from and after the issue of such! 
Proclamation the same and the several 
matters and things therein proclaimed 
shall be and continue of the like force 
and effect in Ontario or Quebec as if 
the Union had not been made. 


141. The Penitentiary of the Pro- 
vince of Canada shall, until the Parha- 
ment of Canada otherwise provides, be 
and continue the Penitentiary of On- 
tario and of Quebec. 


142. The Division and Adjustment 
of the Debts, Credits, Liabilities, Pro- 
perties and Assets of Upper Canada 
and Lower Canada shall be referred to 
the arbitrament of Three Arbitrators, 
One Chosen by the Government of On- 
tario, One by the Government of Que- 
bee and One by the Government of Can- 
ada; and the Selection of the Arbitra- 
tors shall not be made until the Parlia- 
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ment of Canada and the Legislatures 
of Ontario and Quebec have met; and 
the Arbitrator chosen by the Govern- 
ment of Canada shall not be a resident 
either in Ontario or in Quebec. 


143. The Governor-General in

Council may from Time to Time order '°¢°T4- 


that such and so many of the Records, 
Books and Documents of the Province 
of Canada as he thinks fit shall be ap- 
propriated and delivered either to On- 
tario or to Quebec, and the same shall 
thenceforth be the property of that Pro- 
vince; and any copy thereof or extract 
therefrom, duly certified by the Officer 
having charge of the original thereof, 
shall be admitted as Evidence. 


144. The Lieutenant-Governor of 


Quebec may from Time to Time, by 
Proclamation under the Great Seal of 
the Province, to take effect from a day 
to be appointed therein, constitute 
Townships in those Parts of the Pro- 
vince of Quebec in which Townships 
are not then already constituted, and 
fix the Metes and Bounds thereof. 


X.—INTERCOLONIAL RAILWAY. 


145. Inasmuch as the Provinces of 
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wick have joined in a Declaration that 
the Construction of the Intercolonial 
Railway is essential to the Consolida- 
tion of the Union of British North 
America, and to the Assent thereto of 
Nova Scotia and New Brunswick, and ° 
have consequently agreed that Provision 
should be made for its immediate con- 
struction by the Government of Can- 
ada: Therefore, in order to give effect 
to that Agreement, it shall be the Duty 
of the Government and Parliament of . 
Canada to provide for the Commence- 
ment, within Six Months after the 
Union, of a Railway connecting the 
River St. Lawrence with the City of 
Halifax in Nova Scotia, and for the 
Construction thereof without Intermis- 
sion, and the Completion thereof with 
all practicable Speed. 


XI.—-ADMISSION OF OTHER COLONIES. 


146. It shall be lawful for the 
Queen, by and with the Advice of Her 
Majesty’s Most Honourable Privy 
Council, on Addresses from the Houses 
of the Parliament of Canada, and from 
the Houses of the respective Legisla- 
tures of the Colonies or Provinces of 


Newfoundland, Prince Edward Island 
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and British Columbia, to admit those 
Colonies or Provinces, or any of them, 
into the Union, and on Address from 
the Houses of the Parliament of Can- 
ada to admit Rupert’s Land and the 
Northwestern Territory, or either of 
them, into the Union, on such Terms 
and Conditions in each Case as are in 
the Addresses expressed and as the 
Queen thinks fit to approve, subject to 
the Provisions of this Act; and the Pro- 
visions of any Order in Council in that 
Behalf shall have effect as if they had 
been enacted by the Parliament of the 
United Kingdom of Great Britain and 
Treland. 


147. In case of the Admission of 
Newfoundland and Prince Edward Is- 
land, or either of them, each shall be 
entitled to a Representation, in the 
Senate of Canada, of Four Members, 
and (notwithstanding anything in this 
Act) in case of the Admission of New- 
foundland, the Normal number of Sen- 
ators shall be Seventy-six and their 
maximum Number shall be Eighty-two ; 
but Prince Edward Island, when ad-- 
mitted, shall be deemed to be comprised 
in the third of the Three Divisions into 
which Canada is in relation to the Con- 
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stitution of the Senate, divided by this 
Act, and accordingly, after the Admis- 
sion of Prince Edward Island, whether 
Newfoundland is admitted or not, the 
Representation of Nova Scotia and 
New Brunswick in the Senate shall, as 
Vacancies occur, be reduced from 
Twelve to Ten Members respectively, 
and the Representation of each of those 
Provinces shall not be increased at any 
Time beyond Ten, except under the 
Provisions of this Act, for the Appoint- 
ment of Three or Six additional Sen- 
ators under the Direction of the Queen.

tained respecting the powers of 
the Parliament of Canada to establish 
Provinces in Territories admitted, or 
which may hereafter be admitted into 
the Dominion of Canada, and to pro- 
vide for the representation of such Pro- 
vinces in the said Parliament, and it is 
expedient to remove such doubts, and to 
vest such powers in the said Parlia- 
ment: 


Be it enacted by the Queen’s Most 
Excellent Majesty, by and with the ad- 
vice and consent of the Lords Spiritual 
and Temporal, and Commons, in this 
present Parliament assembled, and by 
the authority of the same, as follows :— 


1. This Act may, be cited for all Short T 


purposes as “ The British North Amer, 
ica Act, 1871.” 


2. The Parliament of Canada may 


from time to time establish new Pro- 
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vinces in any territories forming for 
the time being part of the Dominion of 
Canada, but not included in any Pro- 
vince thereof, and may, at the time of 
such establishment, make provision for 
the constitution and administration of 
any such Province, and for the passing 
of laws for the peace, order, and good 
government of such Province, and for 
its representation in the said Parlia- 
ment. 


3. The Parliament of Canada may

\ \ THEREAS by Section Eighteen of Preamble.

‘at the passing of this Act, held, en-

And whereas doubts have arisen with
